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There is one reaſon further to be conſidered 5 why the 
Biſhops might well be of great Authority in all Parlia- 
ments and publick Afſemblies,and that is by reaſon of their 
Learving and Knowledge in languages, and matters of Law 
and policy > which they got by travail into forcaign parts; 
for moſt of themin their youth; were bredin the Engliſh 
Colledge at Rome , which was builc and endowed by che 
Kings of England, Inaand many others after him, for the 
education of Learned Scholars, ſent chicher out.of, England, 
there being then no Univerſities , nexher Parg,, nor P4- 
Axa , nor Oxon, nor Cambridge, Only Rowe was the princi- 
pal place for Learning in theſe Weſtern, parts: and there- 
tore our Saxon Kings built the Golledge there for [Engliſh 
Scholars, and purchaſed Lands in /taly for the mainte- 
nance thereof ; and alſo gave the Peter-pence for their 
beccer allowance and encouragement, which as: Mr, Fuller 
accounteth in his late Hiſtory 5 was the ſuns of ſeven thouſand 
and Five hundred pounds. 

The Peter-pence 'was given, Dot as a Tribure to the 
Pope , as our Common-Chronicles do grant ir, and Poly- 
der Virgilius , and Barons, bur as a Ripend to maintain the 
Engliſh Colledge, As Spelman ſheweth clearly , upor the 
word Denarin St, Petri, which Doctor Borgeſſe might have 
obſerved better , and not have yeilded ir ro the Tribute 
paid to the Pope , as he doth grant 1t. pag, 18, of bis Re- 
ply. King Herry cheeighth, and thoſe about him had fore 
oottenthetruetWe of them, andtherefore in the Tempeſt 
of his Indignation , ſwept them away among other ſuper- 
Rirtious things ina Statute » bur it might have been juſtly 
continued for the firſt intention and purpoſe, ro educate 
learned men beyond Seas, to learn the Civiland Common 
Law and forraign languages, alſo matrers of State, who upon

tighr intheir Aﬀions, Contradts, Bargains ard civildeal- 
incs among themſelves. So that they may not claſh or 


oppoſe Religion : For all publick Statutes, Acts, and Con- 
F 2 fiirntions » 
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Ritutions , forthe moſt part do in ſome degree , more or 
lefle, rrench upon Religion, and the furcherance or hin- 
derance thereof : So that chey can hardly be duly and right- 
ly enated and framed, without the advice, counſel, and 
affiſtance of Biſhops and the Clergy, 
Whereas Dr, Burgeſſe replieth that the Biſhops were pre- 
ſent bur did nor Vore; It 1s a very ſimple and frivolous an- 
ſer. For the manner was not then in the time of the 
Saxons, to voreto and fro as they do now: but at the con- 
cluſion and end of every Council, Publick-meecing or A(- 
ſermbly, when their As or Conſticutions were written; 
all rhe Lords prefenc did ſnbſcribertheir names z and refti- 
fied thereby their Votes and Conſents , and apprebarion of 
all that was done, Whereas the Cuſtome is now , in moſt 
buſineſſes , ro vote and declareithemſelves. by word of

when they preſume to do the contraty.. In the meantime y» 
hece is not-one ward or ſhew of Rea » to inform an-up- 


. derftanding tmap , that perſons: in, holy, orders ought! not 


to terrifie the bad » and comfort, the good, to repreſs fin, 
and chaſtiſe Ginners ; which is the ſumma totals of the ci- 
vil Magiftracy , and conſequently ſo far forth at the leaft 
ro itntermeddte with ſecular affairs, And chis is all char-I 
ſhall ſay, touching che motiye and ground of this Bill, and 
that perſons in holy orders ought not co be inhibited from 
ivtermedling in ſecular affairs, either iv point of divinity, 
or in point of conveniency and policy. | 

The ſecond-point conſiſts of the perſors refle&ed upon 
in this Bil , which ate Afchbiſhops, Bilbops., Parſons , 
Vicus, andall others in holy orders: of which point I 


ſhall Gay little ; only finding theſe names hudled up in 


an heap, made me conceive at firſt, that ir might have ſome 
relationto Mr. Bagſhawes reading in the middle Temple , 
which Ievereticemed:o have. been yery. inoffenfively, de- 
livered by that learned Gentleman, and wich little diſcre- 
riot queſtioned by a great Ecclefiaftick then in place. For 
all thar he ſaid was this, That when the Temporal Lords,

cleatin reaſon ;' and ſo okien practiſed, upon the Records 
.and Rollsof Parliament ,. that no man avy way -vers'd in 
either of theſe, cat make any doubr of it, nor do 1: 
"Thoush I hnmbly conceive no Preſident will be eyer found 
that the Prelates. were ever excluded, otherwiſe then by 
their own folly ,. fear ot headineſle; For the poinc of beipg 
"Juſtices of 'peace the Gentleman copfeſſech - never med- 
led with Arch-biſhops, nor Biſhops, nor with any Clergy * 
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man made & Juſtice by-his Majeſtics Commiſſion. Inthe Sta» 
rue made 34+E4,3.c,1.He finds affignces for the keeping of, 
Boſt va-- 


the Peace one Lord, and witwhim 3. oc 4.0f. the mo 
liant mes of the Coumy , the croublefoime times: did -then 
ſo require it, and if God do not bleſs us withthe 5iddance, 
of theſe rwo armies, the like-provifion will be noys as ne- 
ceſlary, He finds theſe men included, bur doth nor find 
Church-men excluded; no-not in the Statute 13. Rich. 2, 
c4p.7.that requires Jultices ot peace to be made of Knights, 
Etquires, and Gentlemen of the Law, of che moſt ſuf- 
ficient of each County: In which words the Gentleman 
rhinks Clerks were not included, and Iclearly fay by his 
favour , they are not excluded : Nor do the learned Siges 
of the Laws conceive them co be.excluded by thar Sraruce, 
If the King ſhall-commaend the Lord Keeper to fill up the 
Commiſtons of each County , with the moſt ſufficient 
Knights, Eſquires, and Geutlemen of che Law, ſhall che 
Lord Keeper thereupon exclude the Noble-men and the 
Prelates > I have often in my dayes received this Command 
bur never heard of this interpretation before this time : So 
that I'cannort :conceive from what ground this--general 
{weep-fake: of Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, Parſons, Vicars 
and all others in holy orders ſhould proceed, I have heard 
fince the beginning of my ſickneſle , that it hath been al- 
ledged in this Houle , that the Clergy inthe ſixth of Edw, 
the third, did diſavow that the cuſtody of the peace did be- 
long to themrar all, and I beleive that ſuch athiog isco be 
found amongſt the Notes of the priviledpes of this Houſe: 
Bur firſt you muſt remember , that it was ina great ftorm , 
and when the waters were much troubled , and the wild

Icome in the third place co the main part of this cauſe, 
the:things to be ſevered from all men in holy orders:which 
are a$I cold youof three kinds, Firſt , matters of Free- 
hold, as the Biſhops vores in parliament and Legiſlative 
power. Secondly, macters of fayour as tobe a Judge in- 
Star-chamber , tobe a privy Counſellour , robe a Juſtice 

| of peace, of a Commiſſioner in avy Temporal affairs. 
Thirdly , and mixt matters of Freehold and Fayour too, 
as the Charters of ſome Biſhops : and many of the ancient 
Cathedrals of. this Kingdome, who allow them a Jultice oc 
two within themſelves, or their Cloſe as they call it and 
exempt thoſe grave and learned-men from the rudeneſſe and 
inſolency of Tapſters , Brewers , Ion-keepers, Tailours , 
and Shoomakers, which do iptegrate and make up the bo- 
dies of our Country Ciries, and Incorporations, And now 
is the Axe laid to the very root of the Eccleſiaſtical rree , 
and withour your Lordſhips juſtice and favour, all the 
branches are to be lopt off quite, with choſe later clauſes , 
and the Stock and root it ſelf , ro be quire grnbb'd and dig- 
oed up » by that firſt point of aboliſhing all Vote- and Le- 
eiflative power inall Clergy men, leaving them to be-no 
Jopger any part of the people of Rome, but. meer Slaves 
and Bondmen to all intents and purpoſes: And the prieſts 
of Exgland one degree inferiour to the prieſts of Jeroboam, 
beipg to be accounted worſe then the Tayle of the peo- 
ple. - 

Now Thope no Exg/zſh man will donbt , but this Vote 
and Repreſentation in Parliament , is not only a freehold, 
but the greateſt freehold thar avy Subje&in Explard, or 
1D all the Chriftian world, can brag of at this day , that we 
ive under a King , andare to be governed by his Laws , 

that is, not by his arbitrary Edicts or Reſcripts , but by 
ſuch L:ws copfirmed by him, and afſented to by us, either in 
our proper perſons, or in our Afkgnees , and Repreſenta- 
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withour-rhis one ſpiric , that great Statute is lictle leſſe, 
then Litters occidens , a dead and ulſeleſle peice of paper. 
You heard it moſt truly opened unto you, by a wiſe and 
judicious Peer of this Houſe , that legem patere quans ipſe 
tuleris, was a Motto wherein eAlexander Severm had not 
more intereſt, then every true born E»g/iþ man: No for- 
ty ſhillings man in Egland, bur doth in perſon or Repre- 
ſentation enjoy his freedome and liberty : The yrelates of 
this Kingdome , as a Looking-glaſs and Repreſentation of 
the Clergy, have been in poſlefliion hereof theſe thouſand 
years and upwards. The princes of the Normar race , for 
their own ends, and-to firengthen themſelves wich men 
and money , erected the Biſhopricks ſoon after the Con- 
queſt into Baronies, and left chem co fit in that Houſe wich 
rheir double capacities about them ; the later invented 
for the profir of the price not excluding the former , 
remaining always from the beginning for the profir and 
concernment of the poor Clergy : Which apfears nor only 
by the Saxon Laws ſet forth by Mr, Lambard, and Sir Henry 
Spelman, bur alſo by the Biſhops Wrirs and Summons to 
parliament, inuſero this very day. We have many pre- - 
ceedents , upon the Rolls, rhat in Vacancy of Epiſcopal 
Seas, the Guardian of the Spuriruals , though bur a ſimple 
prieſt , hath been called co fit in this Honourable Houle , 
by reaſon of that former Repreſentation: and ſuch an offi- 
_ cer I was my ſelf over that Sea (whereof I atn Biſhov) ſome 
25, years agoe, and might then have been {ummoned by 
Writ unto this Honourable Houſe, at that very time by 
reaſon of the Spicicualcy of that Dioceſle , which then as 
a ſimple prieſt, I did by virtue of the aforeſaid office repre- 
ſent, And therefore moſt noble Lords, look upon the 
Ark of God repreſentative, that in this time floates in great 
danger, in this deluge of waters: If there be anvy (bam, 
or unclean Creature thereip ; out with him , and ler every 
man bear his own Burthen, bur ſave the Ark, for God and 
Chciſt Jeſus his ſake , who hath builc ic iv this Kingdome , 
for ſaving of people ; and your Lordſhips are roo wiſe to 
conceive that the Word and Sacraments, the means of our 
O 2 Salvation 
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* 2 Apdloty* for "the Br 3 woes - 
Salvation, will beever effe&ually received from thoſe mi- 
niſters , whoſe perfons ſhall be ſo vilified and dejetied.,.as 
to be made no parcels or fragments of this Commonwealth: 
No ſaith Gregory , the laſt trick the Devil had in this world 
was this , that when he could not bring the word and Sacra- 
ments into diferace by errors, and Hererical opinions, he 
invented this projeR , ( and much applanded his wit there- 
in) by caſting ſlight and contempt upon the preachers and 
miniſters, And my Noble Lords, you are too wiſe to be- 
leive what the Common people talk, that we have a vote 
inthe ele&ion of Knights andBurgeſſes , and conſequently 
forme Figure and Repreſentation in che Noble Houſe. of 
Commons | They of the Miniſtry have no vote in theſe ele- 
Aiovs, they have no Repreſentation in that Honourable 
Houſe,and theſe contrary aſſertions are ſo {light andground- 
:fle, as I will not offer to vive them any anſwer. And 
therefore tight Honourable Lords, have a ſpecial care of 
the Church of Exgl/and, your Mother iv this point ; and as 
So hath made you the molt noble of all the peers of the 
Chriſtian World , ſo do nor you give way , that our Nobi- 
lity ſhall be ranghrt henceforth , as the Romans were, inthe 
rime of the firft and ſecond Punick wats, by their Slaves 
and Bond-men only , and that the Church of God in this 
Iſland » may come to be ſerved by the moſt ignoble Mini- 
ers that ever have been ſeen in the Chriſtian Church , 
fince the paſſion of our Saviour, And ſo much for the firſt 
ching, which this Bill intends to ſever from perſons in holy 
orders,viz.vores & repreſentations in parliament. The nexc 
thing to be ſevered from them by this Bill, is of a much ba- 
ſer mettal and alloy , fittings in Star Chamber , ſittings at 
Councel-Table, fitting in Commiſſions of the peace and 0- 
ther Commiſſions of ſecular affairs, which are ſuch favonts 
and graces of Chriſtian princes, as the Church may have a 
beipg and ſubſiſtence without them : The Fortunes of. our 
Greece , do not depend upon theſe Spangles; and the So- 
veraign prince hath imparted and ryyichdrawn rheſe kind of 
fayours without the envy or regret of any wiſe Eccleſiaſtical 
perſons, But my Noble Lords this is the Caſe. Our King 
hath by the Statute reſtored unto him the pat: - the 
urch 
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Church of Englazd, and by the Word of Godhe is, Cuſtes 
w#trizſq; Tabule. And wilt your Lordſhips allow this Ec- 
clefiaftical Head no Eccleſiaſtical Sences at all > No Eccle- 
fiaRtical perſop to be conſulted withal , not in apy Circum< 
ances of time and place. If Cramer had been thus dealt 
withal in the minority of our young Jefar, Kings Edward 
the ſixth of pious memory , what had become of thar great 
Work of our Reformation, in chis flouriſhing Chnrch of 
England ? But I know before whom I ſpeak, I do nor mean 
to dine your Lordſhips with Coleworts , the harſh Conſe- 
quences of this point, your Lord{hips de underſiandas well 
as I. 

The laſt robe that ſome perſons , in holy orders, are 
to be (tript of, hath a kind of mixture of Freehold and 
fayour , of the proper right , and the graces of che King, 
which .are certain old Charters, that ſome few- Biſhops , 
and many ancient and Cathedral Churches have purchaſed 
& procured from the ancient Kings before &-fince the con- 
quett;to inable themto live quiec in theic own precips and 
cloſe ( as they call it) undera Juſtice or rwo, of their 
own body,withaut __ abandoned upon every (light oc- * 
cafionto the injuries and vexations of Mechanical Trades- 
men, of which your Lordſhips beſt know , theſe Coun- 
trey Incorporations do moſt conſiſt: Now whether theſe 
few Charters havetheir foundation by favour, or by right, 
I ſhould conceive under your Lordſbips favour it is nei- 
ther favour nor right totake them away , without ſome 
juſt crime objeed and proved ; for if they be abuſed in 
ary particular , Mr, Attorney General can find an ordinary 
remedy to _ the ſame by a Writ of Ad quod danmnum , 
without troubling of the two Houſes of Parliament , and 
this i all I ſhall ſpeak to this poinr, 
. And now Icometothe fourch part of this bill , which Sef. 4: 
is the manner of Inhibicion , heavy every way, heavy in © © 
the penalty , heavier a grear deal inthe incapacity , the 
weighing of penalty: will you conſider 1 beſeech you, 
the ſmall wyers , that is, poor Cauſes, that are to induce 
rhe ſame, and then the heavy lead that hangs upon theſe 
wyers.

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hang upon ſuch thin wyers of reaſons , 1n any AR of 
Parliament made heretofore, This peradvencure. may 
move others moſt, bur ir does not me; it 1s not the penalty, 
bur the incapacity , and as the Philoſophers would call ic, 
the natural 1imporency, impoſed by chis Bill on men, in 
holy orders to ſerve the King, or the State in this kind, 
be they otherwiſe never ſo able, never ſo willing , nor

The fifth point is the Salvo madefor the two Univerli- 
ties, tO have Juſtices of the peace amoneſRt them of their 
own heads of Honſes, which I confeſs to be done upon ma- 
ture,and juſt conſideration, for otherwiſe the Scholers muft 
have gone for Juſtice, to thoſe parties tro whom they go for 
their Muſtard and Vinegar:but yet under favour the reaſons 
and inducements cannot be iropger, then may be found out 
for other Eccleſiaſtical perſons , as the Biſhop of Durbamr , 
who was ever fince the dayes of K, john, ſuffered by the 
Princes,and Parliaments of England;toexercile juſtice upon 
the parties in thoſe parts, as being in truth the Kings 
ſubjets, but che Biſhops Tenents , and therefore not like- 
ly co-have their Cauſes more duly weighed, then when che 
ballance is left in the hand of their own proper Landlords. 
The Caſe of the Biſhop of Ely for ſome parts of thar Ifle , 
is not much different , but if a little partiality doth nor 
herein caſt ſome miſt before mine eyes, the Caſe of the 
Dean and City of Weſtminfer , wherein this Parliament is 
noy fitting , is far more conſiderable , both ip the anti- 
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quity , extent of Juriſdiion , and the warrants where- 
upon it. is grounded, then any one of thoſe , places: before 
mentioned ; for there isa clear Starute made 27. Eliz,, tor 
the drawing all Weſtminſter , St. Clemenst, and St, Martins 
le grand, London, into a Corporation, to be reigled, by a 
Dean , a Steward, 12 Burgeſſes, and 12 Afiftants. And 
if ſome (alve or plaiſter , (hall not be applied unto Weft- 
minſter in this point; all thac government and Corporation, 
is at an end :. Bur chis I perceive fince is taken into Conhi- 
. deration by the Honorable Houſe of Commons themſelves, 


I come now to the latt point, and the ſecond Salve of Scg. 6. 


rhis Bill, which is for Dukes, Marquiſſes,Earls,Viſcounts, 
Barons, or Peers, of this Kingdome, which is a clauſe 
that looks with a kind of contrary glance upon perſons in 
holy orders. Ir ſeems co favour ſome, but (a, that thereby, 
andinthar very A&, it caſts an aſperſion of baſeneſs, and 
ignobilicy upon all che reft of that holy profeſſion; for if 
no perſons in holy orders ought ro intermeddle in ſecular 
affairs, how come theſe Nobles to be excepted our of 
that univerſal negative? is it becauſe they are nobly born > 
then frely ic muſt be granted chat the reſt muſt be excluded 
as being made of a rough and baſe piece of clay : For che 
ſecond part of this reaſon in beginning of the Bill, can 
never bear our this Salvo, that the office of the miniftery 
is of ſo great importance that it will take up the whole 
man , andall his beſt endevours ;. Surely the office of the 
miniſtry is of no greater importance in-a paor mans 
then ina noble man , nor doth it take away the whole man 
in the one, and but a piece of himin the other ; I cannot 
oive you many Inſtances herein out of Scripture, becauſe 
you know that inthoſe dayes , not mary mighty , not many 


noble were called—&c, 1 Cor, I, 26, but when any noble ' 
were called, I donot find , but they did put more of che. 


whole man and their beſt endevours , npon che miniſtery, 
then men in holy orders, ate at the leaſt in holy Scripture 
noted to have done, I pur your Lordſhips in mind of thoſe 
noblemen of ,Berea, compared with thoſe of Theſſalonica, 
iuthe 17. of the Aﬀsof the Apoſtles: So that this Salvo 
for the nobilicy muſt needs be ( under your Lord(bifs _ 
yQUr 
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your) a ſecret wound unto the.reſt of the miniſtery, unleſſe 
your Lordſhips by your grear wiſdome will be willipg to 
change it intoa Panacea & commonplailter,both to the one, 
and che other : and under your Locdthips favour, I conceive 
may be done npona very forcing argament. The office of che 
miniſtry is of equal importance & rakes up the whole man , 
and all his beſt endeyours in the noble born,as well as in the 
mean born miniſter,bur it is lawtul allthis norwicthſtandiog, 
for the noble born mininſter to intermeddle with ſecular 
affairs, and therefore it is likewiſe lawful for rhe mean 
bornſo to do. And fo in my Conſcience I ſpeak it, inthe 
preſence of God, and great noble men; ir is moſt Iawful 
forthem to intermeddle with ſecular affairs , ſo as they 
be nor intangled, (as the Apoltle calls ir ) with this in- 
rermedling as toſlighrand negle® che office of their cal- 
livg, which nd minier noble or ignoble can do without 
erievouſly finning againſt God and his 6wn Conſcience : 
It is lawful for perſons in holy orders to 1ntermeddle , it is 
without queſtion , or elſe they could not make proviſion 
of meat and drink , 3s Beza interprets the. place: Ir is 
not lawful for them to'be thus intangled and bound up 
with ſecular affairs , which I humbly beſeech your Lord- 
ſhipsro conſider , not as a dittinRion invented by me , bur 
clearly expreſſed by the Apolile himſelf, = | 
' And thus my noble Lords, I ſhall wichour any further 
moleſtation, and with humble chanks for chis great pa- 
tience leave this great Gauſe of the Churchrto your Lord-

fiicutions, Laws , and Ordipances, made in the ſeveral 
oreat Councels of the Kingdome , in the times of the Sax- 
on Kings; the manner being then to give their afſznc , not 
by verbal voting , bur by ſubſcribivg their vames , as fully

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appears inSic Henry Spelmrans Edition of the Councells, at, 
the end of all (uch Aflemblies and Councells, as'were then 
held. And whergas the Arch-biſhop ſaith , chat the prin- 
ces of the Norman race erectedthe Biſhopricks into Baro- 
pies it is very tfue z; 83-Cambden(hewerth'in his Braazea , 
pag. 170, Andiothe great Abbors alſo, heretofore by righc 
and cuſtome were peers of the Kingdome , and did fit in 
parliaments, to order , decree , and determine, Bat the
